; State College, June 5.^—President 
Harding, in a letter -given out here 
to-day by President John M. Thomas 
of the Pennsylvania 
State College, 


expressed his surprise at the neces- 
sity of turning away 1000 students a 
year from that institution'because of 
the lack of adequate facilities. 
He 


emphasized the value of land grant 
colleges in the public education sys- 
tem and wished success to those who 
arc "undertaking 
to persuade 
tho 


people of Pennsylvania to follow the 
example of every state west of them 
and to provide a State 
University 


worthy of the Commonwealth. Pres- 
ident Harding's letter follows: 


"My dear President Thomas: 
"The land grant colleges founded 


by Act of Congress, signed by Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and substantially as- 
sisted by annual grants of- the Fed- 
eral Government have 
become an 


important element in the public edu- 
cation of the nation. 


"My attention has been called to 


your 'endeavor to develop the Penn- 
sylvania 
State 
College, the 
land- 


college of the Keystone State into a 
State 
University 
worthy of 
that 


great commonwealth. 


"This has been done already 
in 


twenty-six other states, including my 
own State of Ohio. No state which 
has established a state university as 
part of its system of public schools 
would think of abandoning it. 


"I wish you all success in your 


undertaking to persuade the people 
of Pennsylvania to 
follow the 
ex- 


ample of every state west of them and 
to provide a free institution of high- 
er learning ample to meet the needs' 
of the commonwealth. 


"I have learned with surprise that 


it is necessary for one of our nation- 
al colleges to refuse a thousand qua-: 
lified students each year because of 
lack of 
facilities and I trust that 


your efforts to remedy this situation 
both by private gi'fts and public sup- 
port may meet with success.

Baby's Bath 


Cleanliness plays a most important 


part inthe health of a child and the 
small amount of work and time need- 
ed are worth the trouble^ 


The baby ma y be given a Ml tub 


bath when he is ton days eld, provid- 
ed the cord has come off. Baby should ' 
be bathed quickly, as it is weakening 
to keep him in the water too long. 
Castile or some plain 
white 
soap 


should be used sparingly' and baby 
should 'never be soaped before he is 
put into" the water. 


It is a good plan to see that every 


thing is ready before 
starting. A 


clean soft wash cloth,, o'r cheese cloth, 
soap, a smalV pin cushion for, .safety 
pins, a soft towel, a tub of warm wa- 
ter, and a cup of boiled water with 
an extra piece of clean soft cloth to 
"wipe out -the nose and eyes are need- 
ed.

If the baby is premature or very 


delicate the daily bath may be omitted 
in eczema and many other forms ot 
skin diseases/itMs often^hawnful to 


UEe soap in the water. Never bath the 
baby within an hour after feeding. 


.Many mothrs like to have a table 


on which to change, dress, and bathe 
the baby. It does away with much 
lifting, lessens the strain on the moth 
er an-l gives her freer use of both 
hands. This table may bo whatever 
height best suits the mother. One mo- 
del is about 30 inches from t.|j floor. 
A common kitchen table with the legs 
sawed off to the desired height will 
answer every purpose. 


If the table top is made of white 


maple or oak with very tight cracks 
it can be scrubbed with hot water and 
soap as often as needed. If soft wood 
or an old table is used it would be bet 
ter to cover the top with oil cloth. Of 
course the baby is always put uowi 
on a soft pad, whatever the table top 
is made of.

ample of every state west of them and 
to provide a free institution of high- 
er learning ample to meet the needs' 
of the commonwealth.

Cleanliness plays a most important 


part inthe health of a child and the 
small amount of work and time need-

The baby ma y be given a Ml tub 


bath when he is ton days eld, provid- 
ed the cord has come off. Baby should ' 
be bathed quickly, as it is weakening 
to keep him in the water too long. 
Castile or some plain 
white 
soap 


should be used sparingly' and baby 
should 'never be soaped before he is 
put into" the water. 


It is a good plan to see that every 


thing is ready before 
starting. A 


clean soft wash cloth,, o'r cheese cloth, 
soap, a smalV pin cushion for, .safety 
pins, a soft towel, a tub of warm wa- 
ter, and a cup of boiled water with 
an extra piece of clean soft cloth to 
"wipe out -the nose and eyes are need- 
ed.

on which to change, dress, and bathe 
the baby. It does away with much 
lifting, lessens the strain on the moth 
er an-l gives her freer use of both 
hands. This table may bo whatever 
height best suits the mother. One mo- 
del is about 30 inches from t.|j floor. 
A common kitchen table with the legs 
sawed off to the desired height will 
answer every purpose. 


If the table top is made of white 


maple or oak with very tight cracks 
it can be scrubbed with hot water and 
soap as often as needed.
